To prepare for the new fron- 
tiers, Feehan’s technological ca- 
pabilities were expanded from 
only a few computers designat- 
ed simply for 
research vo 
many compu- 
ters available 
for all purposes. 
Students can 
access the inter- 
net at any sta- 
tion and visit 
Feehan’s web 
site. The chem- 
istry and phys- 
ics labs received 
an overhaul of a 
similar scope.
